ee=eqH]F restoration of colonial Williamsburg enlisted my interest and 
7 fea support because to see beautiful and historic places and buihdings 
=) disintegrating had long caused me very real distress. 

It was this feeling that moved me to aid in the restoration 
of Versailles, Fontainebleau, and Reims. To undertake to preserve a single 
building when its environment has changed and is no longer in keeping, has 
always seemed te me unsatisfactory—much less worth-while. 

The restoration of Williamsburg, however, offered an opportunity to 
restore a complete area and free it entirely from alien or inharmonious sur- 
roundings as well as to preserve the beauty and charm of the old buildings 
and gardens of the city and its historic significance. Thus it made a umque 
and irresistible appeal. 

As the work has progressed, I have come to feel that perhaps an even 
greater value is the lesson that it teaches of the patriotism, high purpose, and 
unselfish devotion of our forefathers to the common good, If this proves 
to be true, any expenditure made there will be amply justified. 

It was Dr, Goodwin who first dreamed of a restored Williamsburg. What 
has been accomplished is largely due to him, to my associates, to the architects, 
the builders and the historians. But of equal importance has been the truly 
wonderful co-operation, sympathy, and understanding given the undertaking 
by the people of Williamsburg and of Virginia, both in official and in private 
life. From the very outset they have made the work a joy. Our association 
with them has been a continuing delight.

Fr HE restoration of colonial Willinms- 
| lurgis dedicated! ta the hope and pirr- 
pose “that the future mav lear from 

the past.” Tt is desizned io preserve and 
re-create the svmbols and memorials af a 
cteative ond colorful period of American 
history. The compelling reasons for its 
restoration fie inthe historic background af 
the city, and in the intrinsi¢ simplicity and 
alluring heruty of its architectural form. 

Fortunately Willhimsaturg was built when 
life was simple. History here is symbolized 
by homes and venerable public buildings of 
hirmoniows and hemuiitel design. 

Colon Williamsburg grew from the 
seeds of thought and purpese whith were 
planted by the devotees of liberty. It is 
necessary, if we would understand the 
deniiivance of the restoration, thal we 
should pase upon the portals of the city 
restored, and appraise the educational anil 
social values inherent in its historical Iaek- 
urcune* 

History enkindles the imagination of man 
and quickens his sense of reverence, thus 
prompting him to preserve the menwrials of 
the creative past and enabling him to appre- 
ciate these memorinlc when he stands m 
their presence. “The restoration of this co- 
lonial city, by making America. more con- 
scinus of its heritage, Will help to develop 
amore highly educated and consequently a 
more devoted spirit of patriotism, 


VAST EXPANSE OF QCOLONTAL VIRGINIA 


Acmap of the territory given to the Vir- 
ginian Company by King James I under the 
roval charter of ‘1606 would show that it 
first embraced a strip of land, from 73 to 
100 miles wide, extending along the Atlantic 
seuboard from what now is South Caroling 
to the present Canadian border.

Neither gold nor the shores of the Pacilic 
Ocean having been discovered within this 
area, the charter of 1609 extended the 
bounds of the Colony to the shores of the 
Western <en, wherever those shore micht 
be ‘This territory in both documents was 
named Virginia. | 

Prom tine te time this area wos curtailed 
by subsequent royal charters, or by ceded 
territory, so thatin £753 the Virginia: terri- 
tordal claims embracd! the area cow in- 
cluded in the western part of Pennsylvania, 
and the States of Virginia, West Virginia. 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, and Minos. 

The area now included within the States 
af Michitan and Wisconsin was added and 
the Virginia claims were confitmed by the 
conquest, in 1779, of the Northwest Terri- 
tory hy George Rogers Clark, 

“It has been held,” save the author of 
A Aref and Trae Report . . . Concerniny 
Wittcmsiere and Virwinia, “that the His- 
tory of the chief Cliv of a Cowntry is, in 
great Measure, the History of that Country 
itself, And if there be any Truth in this 

Philosophy, it will be left to the Reader to 

judge how much preater would be that 
Truth if the chief City should also be the 
only City of Consequence in such a Coun- 
try: For, through those Years of the Eight- 
eenth Century in which it was the Metrop- 
olis of the Virginia Colony, Williamsburg 
was not only the Seat of Virginia's Govern- 
ment, but also the Principal Seat of its 
Hiligion, Education, Society, (Comnerce, 
and: Fashion. 

“Moreover, it enjoyed this tntusual Dis- 
tinction in a Colony which was then every- 
where acknowledged to be the most popu- 
lous, the most powerful and the most pros 
perous of oll Great Britain's Plantations in 
America; so that though Williamsburg wis 
itt Virginia what Boston was in Massachu- 
setts and what Philadelphia was in Penn- 
svivania, yel, duc to its onusnal lmportance 
in Virginta and due to’ Virginia's. Ascend- 
ancy among the Colonies, it was (although 
emuller in Size) In many Wa ava nore poten!

THE RESTORATION OF COLONTAL WILLIAMSHURG 


The lone, Ivv-mantled church tower at 
Jamestown marks the beginning of the long 
vista through which Williamsburg must he 
viewed if it is to be seen in Lee per 
ior its glory is reflected upan Williamsburg. 

Jamestown became the first permanent 
Enghsh settlement in America when, on 
May 13, 1607, the colonists landed there 
and named their pluce of settlement for 
King James. 

There thes built a church and ioter a 
statchouse ond simple homes. There, in 
161%, convened in the church the first rep- 
resentative legisiative assembly held in the 
New Work There they tried comemninal 
government, which was soon followed liv 

“starving time.” There they had dealings 
with outocrietic governors and took part in 
Bacon's Rebellion in 1676, 

During this rebellion Jamestown was 
burned and Sir William Berkeley, the roval 
wwernor, who had roundly damned ecliva- 
tion, printing presses, and Bacon and his 
fallowers, made the rebellion of 1476 the 
prophecy of the Revolution of 1775, 

“Seasoning sickness, and the abundance 
of other trials and discontents, culminating 
in the fire which in 1698 again destroyed 
the Statehouse, brought to  clitnax the 
thought of abandoning Jamestown for a 
more nearly central location for the capital 
of the Colony. 





THE SODOLE PLANTATION 

Near Jamestown, midway between the 
James River and the York, was ‘Middle 
Plantation, soon to become Williamsburg. 

The seeds of this place har been sown 
by the Tadians on a rampaye in 1622, dur- 
ing which fully one-third of the English 
eters in Virginian were massacred, 

Consequently, at a Grand Assembly of 
the Council and Burgesses holden at James 
City (Jamestown), in 1633, it-was ordered: 
that a palisade be built across the penin- 
sula from estuaries of the James River and 
the York’ (about six miles), so that a 
region uf safety for the inhabitants and 
their cattle might be secured, extencling 
eastward to Old Point Comfort, at the end 
of the peninsula, 

The history of Middle Plantation, so 
named became it was the middle plantation 
guarding the palisade, is obscure except for 
a few oulstanding events which entered inte 
the near background of the making of Wil- 
liamsburg and its subsequent fame. 

Here Bacon's followers met io organize

thé rebellion of 1676. This military upris- 
ing had its origin in the determination of 
the young Nathaniel Bacon and his fol- 
lowers to protect their homes from attacks 
by the Indians. ‘The government objected 
io “such military defense because of its 
financial interest in the Indian fur trade. 
At Middle Plantation in October, 1677, 
with Jamestown Iving in ashes, a Grane 
Assembly was held. About this time cer- 
tain inhabitants of York County filed oa 
petition with the Kings. Commissioners in 
which they offered the following suppli- 
cation: “And if a Towne be built for the 
Governor, Council] and Assembly to meet 
and for the General Court, we humbly piris- 
pase the Middle Phentation 05 thoueht most 
fit, being the center of the country and alsn 
within Land most safe from foreign ship 
ping, anv place upon the River Side beinis 
liable to the Battery of their-creatt Gunns.” 


SECOND COLLEGE is THE UNITED STATES 


Meanwhile, Middle Plantation had been 
chosen as the site of the second college in 
what is now the United States (Plate VI 
and page 408). 

The College of William and Mary was 
destined to play a dominating part in the 
history of Virginia, in the-estab ishment nif 
Williamsburg as the second capital of colo- 
nial Virginia, and in the culmination of the 
thought af the restoration of Willinmeburg. 

Net to Harvard, established in 1634, 
Wiliam and Mary | is the oldest institution 
of higher learning in the United States, and 
the first college founded under roval charter. 

In 1693 the Reverend Wr. James Blair, 
Commissary in Virginia of the Lord Bishop 
of London, and also minister of the church 
at Jamestown, obtained from King William 
and Queen Mary the royal charter for the 
building of the College of William and 
Mary in V irginia, The General Assembly 
ordered: _ that Middle Plantation be 
the place fot erecting the said college of 
William and Mary in Virginia ond that the 
sail college be at that place erected and 
built as neare the church new standing in 
Middle Plantation old fields as convenience 
will permit...” 

And sy the College was set down near the 
church and its location largely determined 
the site and plan of the foture city of 


Williamsburg.

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power trom this magazine on April 20, 
1775, the day after the Lexington-Concord 
batt in Massachusetts, precipitated the 
Revolotion in Virginia. 

This building, in a dilapidated condition, 
was still standing when the restoration 
began, Its encircling high wall had been 
torn down o number of years previously 
and the bricks used for a church. 

The building has now been testored and 
the encircling wall rebuilt (page 413). hh 
is owned and kept oper by the Association 
for the Preservation of V inginia Antiquities, 
which was o pioneer society for preserving 
sites und buildings in Williamshurg and in 
Virginia pricr to the restoration endeavor, 


FIUST THEATER IN THE UNITED STATES 


Levingston’s plavhouse, the first theater 
in the United States, was built in 1716 near 
the Pulace Green. Near by was laid out a 
howling green (Pilate XIT }. The site on 
which this building stood is owned by the 
Restoration, but as yet the theater has mot 
been rebuilt. 

Here plays, some Shakespearean, given 
under: the patronage of the Governor, pro- 
vided fuspulir entertainment and diversions 
for the peaple. The emperor and empress 
of the Cherokee Nation attended a pertorm- 
ance of “Othelio” at Williamsburgs second 
theater, built near the Capitol in. 1751. 
The Indian queen wos :so alarmed by the 
fighting on the stage that, it is related, she 
gent ane of her attendants to prevent the 
actors from killing each other. 

The Raleigh Tavern was erected prior to 
1742 (Plates IT and IIT and page 413). 
Burned in 1559, it has been rebuilt by the 
Restoration upon its original foundations, 
after its original form, and handscmely fur- 
nished with zntiques of the period in ac- 
cordance with colonial inventories listing 
the furniture that was in the butldicu, 

Colonial Williamsburg abounded in tav- 
erns and ordinaries. They were well pat- 
ronixed, as they ministered not alone to 
thir in attendance upon the puvernment, 
but to visitors to the city, which was the 
commercial and social center of the Colony, 

Among the taverns the Raleigh stood pre- 
eminent—it was one of the most noted 
taverns in colonial America and was said by 
travelers to compare favorably with the 
best in Eerewlarl, 

Here the royal governors were officially 
banqueted upon their arrival from Eng- 
land: here Washington, according to his 
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diary, frequently dined: here Jefferson 
danced with his “fair Belindy”: here. the 
Burgesses, when dissolved for disloyal 
uiternces prior to the Revolution, met to 
carry on; and herein the Apollo Room, the 
Fhi Beta Kappa held its unmiversary cele- 
brations, 


SIFTING FORTY TONS OF ARTIFACTS 


The old Courthouse, built in 1770, has 
been restored snd ts usec) as the archenlog- 
a) museum and information center of the 
Restoration (pages 412,452). It comtains 
specimens of colonial glass, tableware, huar- 
ware, household wtensils; and building ma- 
terials, selected from some forty tons of 
such specimens of 17th- and [Sth-century 
artifacts dug up while excavating the foun- 
dations of colonial Williamsburg houses. 

These exhibits have been of valuable as- 
stance to the architects and others respem- 
sible for the building, interior decoration. 
dnd furnishing af colonial houses, and con- 
stitute one of the most convincing proofs of 
the authenticity of the restoration, 

The colonial Virginie Gosette office was 
erected for printing a. paper which began its 
valuable work of disseminating “the freshest 
advices, foreign. and domestick” in 1736. 11 
has been one of the most valuable sources 
af historical information related to the prob- 
lems of the Williamsburg restoration, 

At ite office in colonial dave books were 
printed and sold, and there, for some time, 
the colonial post office was established. 
This building, which was buried, has not 
vel been rebuilt. 


BRUTON, COURT CHURCH OF COLONTAL 
VIRGINIA 


Bruton Parish Church is the successor 
to the chorch which was built soon after 
Middle Plantation ‘was laid out and pale! 
mn.” In 1683 a new church built of brick 
was erected to take the place of “the old 
church” in this place (Mates VII, XV, anc 
page 428). 

After the seat of government had. been 
established in Williamsburg a. new church 
was built by the united efforts of the parish 
and) the General Assembly in 1715, the 
Colony building “the wings and intervening 
part” and providing pews for the Govwer- 
ner, the Council, and the Burgesses.

Church in 1904-07 represents the beginning 
of the thought of the restoration of colonial 
Williamsburg. 

In 1907 a lectern was given by President 
Theodore Eocsevelt, commemorating the 
$00th anniversary of the permanent estab- 
lishment of the English Colony aft James- 
town. A beautiful Bible, given by King 
Edward V11, commemorating the 300th an- 
niversary of the establishment of the Eng 
lish Church in America, was presented at 
the same service by the Lord Bishup of 
London. 

Statesmen of colonial Virginit, assoc 
ated with the government in Wiliomebury 
from 1715 to 1779, worshiped in Bruton 
Parish Church. Washington's tite occurs 
many times on the parish register in con- 
nection with the baptism of his slaves..

“THI PALACE” 80 NAMED BECAUSE OF 
ITS Ont 

The Palace of the colonial royal gov- 
ernors was ordered built in 1705, but was 
long. in canstruction because it was loo 
ornate and expensive easily to win the lavish 
apprapriations from the General Assembly 
necessary to finish it, Governor Spotswood 
brought it to completion about 1720 (Plates 
%, XT, XU, XIV, XVI, and page 404), 

Because af the frequency and size of 
these appropriations, the Assembly became 
convinced that the building deserved the 
hame of “palace,” and so called it, 

All of the colonial governors of Virgins, 
from Spotswood to Lord Dunmore, resided 
there, as did Patrick Henry and Thomas 
Jefferson, the first two governors of the 
Commonwealth. 

A part of its spacious gardens berame:s 
burial place for the soldiers of the American 
Amy of the Revolution while the Palace 
was being used as o hospital during the 
Sieee of Yorktown ( peuge 404i. 

Hough Jones in his Present State of Vaor- 
ginia, published in 1724, speaks of the 
Palace os “. . . 0 miugnificent Stunveture, 
huilt at the publick Expense, finished and 
beautitied with Gates, fine Gardens, Offices, 
Walks, o fine Connal, Orchords ... This 
likewise has the ornamental Addition of a 
ekK] Cupulo or Lanthom, illuminated with 
most af the Town, upon Birth-Nights and 
other Nights of occasional Rejoicings. ”

‘The restoration of the Governor's Palace 
and the spacious grounds and beautiful 
gardens, including the conal, has been the 
climax of restoration endeavor. 

The finish of its interior woodwork, its 
exquisite interior decoration, the surpassing 
iwauty of ite varied terraced gardens, its 
display of boxwood and holly hedges and 
of crape myttle and other flowering irees 
and seasonal flowers, gumong which roses 
abound, constitute fitting symbols of what 
was most tasteful and ornate in eoloriul 
colonial Virginia (Plates VI and TX). 

Within recent months the furnishing of 
the restored Palace has beet: nearly com- 
nleted, An extensive collection of ¢on- 
temporary furniture and paintings has been 
dbtained in England, These match the 
descriptions of the furtiishings in. every 
mam given in the inventories of the cp- 
lanial governors. 

The restored home< of colonial Williams: 
hure are many and varied. They are sure 
rounded by re-created gardens ti) face 
upon old greens and historic streets. Some 
are hele] under life-tenure agreements ura- 
ciousiy allowed, A few will be opened as 
exhibition buildings. All of them adi to 
the making of the harmony and seale of 
the city restored, and to the completion of 
a colortul picture of a memorable past. 


THE FIST COLLEGE PROFESSOR OF LAW 


The Wythe House was the home of 
George Wythe, first college professor of law 
in the Colonies, teacher of Jefferson, Mon- 
teas, amd Marshall, and of other notable 
stalesmen. Wythe was u Stener of the 
Declaration of Thdependence (Plate VII). 

Built in 1754, the house was purchased 
with the nid of Chapter TIT, Colonial Draarves 
of America, when fast falling inte decay, 
Thus, its preservation was secured ind 
Bruton Parish Church, acdioining, protected 
While this restoration was in progress under 
ihrection of the Rector of Bruton, Mir. Wil- 
liam G. Percy, of the firm of Terry, Shaw, 
and Hepburn, of Boston, visited Williams- 
burg on a vacation study of the colonial 
architecture of Virginia. Dropping in at the 
Wythe House, he sensed the need for coun- 
sel and kindly gave helpful advice, 

This acquaintance later led to the selec- 
tion of Mr. Perry and his associates us the

The wavy glass characteristic of colonial 
windows was obtained after various glass- 
makers in America god abresid had studied 
this probbem, 

The print upon and within the colonial 
houses tn Williamsburg and throughout 
Tidewater Virginia was scraped through 
successive coats and the vivid original paint 
colors, most generally used in the early and 
succeeding vears of the colonial peried, 
were found and recorded, Similar methods 
were pursued in the study ef woods, iron- 
work, stone, and tile of the early Willame- 
burg buildings, Existing fire ordinances 
prohibited wood shingles; so a fireproof 
shingle was developed, after extensive ex- 
periment, which simulates a cypress shingle. 


HESEARCH DISPROVES SOME CHERISHED 
TALES 


To the KResterathin’s department of re- 
search, (ruth & so dear that it often has to 
be purchased at the price of romance. 

Showld anvone venture to write of the 
Lramontane expedition af Governor Spots- 
wood and his Knights of the Golden Horse- 
shoe, the research department would be 
immediately on the alert to see that the 
golden horseshoes were worn by the Knights 
as mementos and not by the horses. 

Counting the traditional nights spent 
by Washington in homes scattered far anc 
wide, the department checks to see if there 
were that many nights on the calendar or 
if there were any obehts left for him to 

end at home, as history records he some- 
mes ict. 

Be pewaich takes much joy out of life by 
curbing the careless quoting of cherished 
traditions as ii they were the proved facts 
of history. Consequently, one is no longer 
permitted to say that the Callewe of William 
and Mary helped support the infant Har- 
vard College and helped to Christianize the 
peomte of New England, with 45 pounds 
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sterling annually sent by the Virginia col- 
leve to New England for each of those two 
obpectives. 

Investigations reyeal that this money was 
sent for these purposes by the executors of 
Stir Robert Boyle, who, acting under the 
discretion accorded them in the will of this 
listinguished scientist, gave the income of 
the purchased Hrafferton estate in York- 
shire, England, to the College of William 
and Mary, to build and maintain the colo- 
nial Indian School (page 403). 

This income was mate subject to an 
annuity for Harvard and for the conversion 
of the “New England heathen.” Thus the 
annuity was pdid directly and was not 
gracioudy given by William and Mary, 
which Collece doubtless otherwise id 
gladly have spent all it got on itself, 

The research department feels that thee 
restoration of colonial Williamsburg is in 
itself so romantic and so beautifel that it 
does not need fictional enchantment. 


ADVENTURES IX COLONTAL ARCHEOLOGY 

The archeological research work of the 
Restoration contributed to the solution of 
many architectural problems. Where. co- 
lonial houses shown on the Frenchman’: 
map had vanished, excavations were made 
unt foundations unearthed were measured 
and photographed, Thus the exact size 
antl cutline of buildings and the location 
of chimneys, partition walls, and other 
items of interest were revealed, The size 
and shape of the bricks wed were deter- 
minkd, aswell as the moldings upon stune 
steps. 

Excavations made ty unearth the Palace 
foundations revealed the ancient flagstone 
floors in the basement in perfect condition, 
nao sapporting arches, ports of the old 
wills, spacious wine cellars, sections of the 
marble mantels and pictured tiles, A. cumn- 
plete photewraphic record was kept of all 
excavations made, and of the structural 
prngres of all buildings. 


JEFFERSON WOULD HAVE REVELED. IN

More than forty tons of such material 
evidences were secured irom these excavn- 
tions. Samples of these materiale have been 
cirefully assembled in the colonial Court- 
house of 1770, which is now the archenlogi-

The early structural period of the restor- 
atian would have been of absorbing interest 
io Jefferson could he have then revisited 
the city, His versatile mind would have 
founel delight in the seape and methois of 
the work. Ditches, in some places 18 feet 
deep, were being dug by steam shovels for 
new wither mains and sewerage pipes. 
Trenches were being made to conceal tele- 
griph and telephone wires, 

Concrete streets and sidewalks were then 
viving place to gravel roads and to brick 
nd Aarstone sidewalks. 

In those early days of the restoration one 
never knew when he went to bed whose 
howe he might meet in the morning mirv- 
ing. down the street, Sometimes it proved 
to be a colonial howse on ite way in to fill 
a vacant spice, but more often it was a 
modern home exiled from the restoration 
iret. 

Many visitors, having heard that the co- 
Jonial city was to be restored, assumed that 
within twelve months it would surely be 
finished, ‘They began to arrive; No suit- 
able place had vet heen provided for their 
accommodation. They found the streets 
blocked off. They met the houses which 
were moving Out ies they move in. They 
ran their cars into rain-souked ditches re- 
cently filled in, or wot lost in detouring in 
efforts to get eens and see things not 
Vet existent, 

Language was heard that desecrated the 

“serene und temperate air’ which, in co 
lonial days, was said to have constituted a 
great alvantage of this place, 


4459 DUILDINGS DEMOLISHED 


The restoration project hos sow been 
in progress for mere than nine years. Dhur- 
ine this time it is offwially stated that in 
addition to the three colonial buildings at 
the College, 67 buildings have been re- 
stored, Ninety-one colonial buildings have 
been reconstructed, 18 modern buildings 
have been moved roi the restoration area 
and set up elsewhere, and 459 modern 
ial have been demolished. 

This proceure was made necescary to eet 
rid of the corrugated iron buildings and 
ather mneongruas structures by which the 
colonial city had been modernized an 
spoiled. Two blacks of new business build- 
ings of w colonial style of architecture, con- 
taining 13 shops, a bank, and a post office, 
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have been erected, adjoining the restored 
ared, 

Not including the labor spent in manw- 
facturing and transporting material, nearly 
five million man hours-of labor have gone 
into the nesioration encdeayar. 

In carrying forward the work it has heen 
necessary to have important dealings with 
the National Government, with the Gover- 
nor of Virginia, the State Legislature, and 
with various departments of the State Gov- 
emment. Contract agreements had to be 
entered inte with the governmental author- 
ities of the city of Williamsburg and the 
County of James City, and-also with varicus 
State and local institutions and public util- 
ity and public service corporations, as well 
as with various State and local associations. 
In every instance a splendid spirit of co- 
operation was manifested.

Restoration of the gardens also called for 
extensive research work, Becuuse of the 
ravages of war and consequent poverty and 
neglect, the form and outline of most of the 
colonial gardens had vanished. More than 
one bumdred oolonial gardens of note in 
Virginia were visited, measured, and phota- 
graphed, and extensive research was done 
in the contemporancous gardens af [ng- 
land, From old maps and photographs and 
hy archeological investigation, old paths in 
many instances were located, revealing the 
fourm and dimensions of the original gardens, 

The ancestry of every tree, flower, and 
shrub supposed to hes lived in colonial 
Williamsburg was investigated and only 
those of proved pedigree haye been trans- 
planted or allowed to survive. If, in the 
course of evolution, fiwers, shrubs, and 
trees should develop inte conscwus pride of 
anicestry, them they will surely convene in 
Ww liamsburg and elect Arthur A. Shurcliff, 
landscape architect, patron saint of their 
colonial genealogical society! 

The spaciousness ond yoriety of the re- 
vived gardens give to the buildings restored 
in environment of charm and quiet loveli- 
ness. ‘This is especially troe of the formal 
wid terraced Palace gurdens (Piate TX),

The Restoration also contributed to the 

sage by Congress of the Historic Sites 
Bill, Hts influence on home builders and 
their architects far and wide is evidenced 
hy constant inquiries. In these and many 
ather wavs it is helping to make America 
more conscious of the strength and beauty 
at it past. 

The management of the Restoration is 
under the control of two corporations. 
Williamsburg. Restoration, Incorporated, 
has charve of the construction and main- 
tenance and general financial management 
of the work, while the care and direction 
of the exhibition buildings and of the re- 
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search and educational departments are 
under the control and direction of Colonia 
Williamsburg, Incorporated, 

A new airconditioned hotel of “early 
Republic” architectural design, situated 
just outside the restoration area, is to be 
opened in the early spring of 1937. Its 
southern outlook is upon the fields and 
forests which border upon the city restored. 

As wu part of the interpretative and edu- 
cational program, plans are being pertected 
1 introduce handicrafts. Craftsmen will 
make reproductions in many of the colonial 


arts and trades, working in restored of 


reconstructed bu ililinges. 

Arringements are also being pertectes 
for making authentic reproductions of the 
antique furniture of the exhibition build- 
mes. and for making wyotluble-the colon 
paint colors which have been reproduced 
tn the buildings.

Ax OLD-WOKLI FORTHESS FROWNS 


Suddenly 1 caught a-glimpse of that once- 
imprevnable fortress, the Hohensalzbure, 
which rests so securely on its granite heights

You never forget that first glimpse of 

Salzburg. Itis like a mitage, The whole 
thing bursts upen you 30 surprisingly that 
even the mountains seem not quite real. 
And repeated visits only intensify that first 
impressivn of unreality and evoke again 
that unrestrained astonishment. | was to 
come to Salzburg many times, but never 


with a greater feeling of reverent joy than 
on this first bright morning. 

“Griiss Gowt,” [ called back li the Hthle 
girl in the gingham dress—rather timidly, 
for Tt had had some experience with Con- 
tinental children before!—and all at once 
it seemed that T really had been blessed. 

In a few moments my bags had been 
transferred from the main depot to the 
litthe station across the street and 1 was 
on my way to Mondsee, in the heart of the 
Salzkammercut (map, pase 46). 


HERE EVERVRODY STEAKS TO TOU 


As soon as the traveler leaves the sub- 
urbs of Salzburg, be notices two ‘things: 
first, that everybody speaks to him; sec- 
ond, that everybody ts wearing the distinc: 
tive costume of the district. A veritable 
rain of “Griiss Gotts” descends upon him 
and he issuddenly very self-conscious about 
his enn attire. . 

[ bad another surprise when, after hav- 
ing ridden some distance on the Ban 
Ischl train, we got off and were instantly 
precipitated into the open country. 

] knew that the former German Crown 
Prince spends a month almost every sum- 
mer in Mondsee. There Napoleon once 
paid a visit of several weeks, and there the 
former Austro-Anierican Conservatoty of 
Music had its hearlquarters. But as P looked 
around | was sure we had failed to make 
ourselves clear to the train concdyetor and 
that the whole thing was, after all, a mistake, 

My companion, whe bad been there be- 
fore, teassured me. A vasoline train of ont 
car turned the corner from nowhere, and 
before | realized it we were making ur 
way into what has often been called the 
“Switzerland of Austria” (page 441). 

This is not a true comparison because 
the sharp contrasts of the Swiss Alps tre 
lacking. Nature here seems more mviting. 
All the peaks of the Salzkammergut, in- 
cluding the majestic Dachstein glaciers, 
visible from almost every corner, are softer 
in outline and free from the awesomeness 
which sometimes overpowers a person in 
the presence of the higher ranges. 

Even the shapey crags of the Schaf Berg, 
the mountain which stands in the mictet of 
come 27 shimmering lakes of bluaegreen 
water, are benign and friendly. 
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The Salzkummergut is a paradise of 
mountains and Iakes—mountains that are 
not inaecessible to the average climber and 
lakes that arenot only delightiul for sailing 
but warm enough for ‘hathing. This refuge 
from the cares of the world is more and 
inute attracting those whe would escape 
a too rapid pace and do as they please for a 
while. 

Herein the Salzkammergut you will find 
Jeritea and Lotte Lehmann, fresh from 
their winter triumphs. Here in summer 
come many of the great conductors, such 
as Toscanini, Bruno Walter, Eugene Or- 
mindy, and Rodzinskt. 

Here come young composers, seeking a 
haven after the adulation of the capitals 
of Europe. Here are the Duncan dancers. 
and many writers; painters, lecturers. And 
here are a large number of average Amer- 
ican citizens like myself, to say nothing of 
thousands af Germans who tire not deterred 
by the magnificent posters in their railway 
stations begring them to see their own 
country first.

NAPOLEON'S TED TOO SHORT FOR THE 
GEEMAN CHOWN PRINCE 

I tucked myself away in the bed that 
hal once been used by an emperor. | 
should say emperors, for Franz Josef came 
here too, This rom was also occupied by 
the former German Crown Prince on his 
visits, And wasn't he surprised to find that 
this time it-had been given to an American! 

“Oh, 1 don't care," said the tall prince in 
fluent English, “I never liked Napoleon's 
bed, anyway. It was always too short for 

l liked everything In my room except 
Lhe pierce. 

A plumeau is the Continental substitute 
for regular bedclothes. It consists of ou 
thick, feather-stuffed quilt, weually Bur- 
gundy-colored so as not to show the soil, 
around which the top sheet is buttoned. 
It site on the lower sheet like a poncoke 
and cannot possibly be tucked In anywhere, 

If vou are tea warm and throw it aff, 
vou have thrown off everything. If via ore 
cold and instinctively draw it up to your 
shuulders, your toes are sticking wut in the 
chill air, And vour nights are spent in in 
ing to keep it just where it belongs. 

But otherwise life is very dimple i a 
town like Monisee. For the natives it cen- 
ters around: the church and the market 
place. 

The Church is active here—almost os 
busy as it was in the days of the monks. 
There are five or six services » day, begin- 
ning at 4:30 in the morning: The first time 
| heard the great bells tolling at this on- 
earthly hour T theught the town was on fre. 

But there was only a scent scufiling of 
fect across the market place and to ir timnn- 
tion of o disturbance. So I just ducked 
under the plimeau to get away from the 
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deafening bells and waited. Much later | 
learned that people were merely going th 
service. 

The peasants; extremely devout, go to 
church religiously. Daring. the day they 
tend their farms and rise their crops. work- 
ing in the fields until twilight (page 465). 

The farmhowses, parthy stone, partly 
frumié¢, are large and square, with over- 
hanging eaves and hand-carved balconies. 
Sometimes they are all white, with rows 
and rows of bright-colored window boxes 
full of gay flowers, There is always an 
equally square ard comfortably sized barn, 
ether adjacent to, or ottached to, the 
house. The impression i that of cleanii- 
nest, of good hushandry, of mederate thrift, 
and, above all, of peace and contentment 
(Color Plates TI and V1 and page 434). 

If you stop ot one of the farmbatises 
ent) will invariably be treated to Aomiger 
(honeyed) butter with bread and mitk, 
You may be asked to write vour name in 
an improvised guest book, And you 
needn't be surprised if the farmer has seen 
something of the world, himselt, and has 
even been ta New York. 


NEAELY EVERY FARM WAS ITS CHAPEL 


Near the entrance to the farm vou notice 
the tiny stone chapel which almost every 
formstencd boasts: It is immaculate in a 
cuit of white paint. The blue and white 
Madonna and the cloth on the homemade 
altar are spotless, the flowers in the vases 
always fresh. | never saw artificial (lowers 
in an Austrian church. 

The slopes which ran down from the hills 
to the road are crowned with och, luxe 
riant conifers. Against the dark skyline of 
spruce and fir, Jarch and pine, bright 
patches of erain are Iaid owl in narrow 
rectangular plots. They fall away from the 
roots of the trees in precipitous descent, 
tumbling into the road below like variegated 
strands of ribbon. 

Haw the peasants mange to plow, sow, 
and reap these almost borbepolcalir in- 
clines wees a constant source of astonish- 
ment time. And yet three crops of bay 
are offen reuped in a season. 

In the fields and at the crossroads 
stand coverect crucifix abrines which re- 
mind vou of the cofvamres (calvaries) of 
Normandy. Sometimes you come upon 
them in the forests or on the summit of a 


mountain. They aré an integral part of 
the landscape. In the summer you will 
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see standing in the fields of grain little 
sticks of evergreen and flowers—blessed at 
Easter—sentinels of faith, bleached and 
faded though they are. 


ROADSIDE PICTURES RRCALL OLD TRAGEDIES 


More interesting to the stranger than the 
shrines are the Marterls, or memorials, set 
up along the roadside, commemorating aori- 
dents and miraches of the neighborhood, 
They ore usually colored pictures done in 
ail, very crudely, framed in glass, and pro- 
tected by a little wooden reat, | 

One depicts a small hoy who has fallen 
through the ice: His companions strugele 
in vain to resctie him, while haloed angels 
hover. overhead, waiting to bear his. re- 
leased! aqul to its heavenly reward—a simple 
story without need of text, 

Another shows a horse prostrate beneath 

a heavy load af wood in the heart of the 
reat On the faces of the peasants is 
niinted overwhelming consternation. But 
jo, from the skies comes the miraculous 
present of o fresh horse to take up the bur- 
den, There is no sacrilege here, and the 
passer-by would like to believe that it hap- 
porned so. 

A memorial that T remember in detail 
and even copied, becwuse it was particularly 
naive amd innecent, pictures a blue-robed 
Madonna serenely seated in the heavens, 
looking down upon a dismal scene belmw, 
Tri the background ore the mountains hem- 
ming in the waters of Mund See. In the 
foreground i an abandoned rowkoat drift- 
ing dreary olong the marshy edge, while 
underneath is inscribed in German the fal- 
lowing lugubrious narrative: 

“On the firat day of March, 1877, Johunn 
Schweigholer was returning with some 
friends by bout from Mondsee to. Plom- 
berg. Suddenly the hat of his friend, J. 

Graf, fell into the water, Johann, leaninw 
out to pecover it, was precipitated over- 
board and was drowned, although he was 
avery gol swimmer. Fray for his seul.” 

Another and well-known instance af 
romantic sentiment about cosuulties of ve 
past is the Krevestein in the Mond See 
[page 483). 

A hundred years ago, the stury goes, a 
bride and groam, together with thet puar- 
ents, pushed off from the:shore in a small 
boat, When they had gone only a. little 
way an Gnarmans mass of granite from the 
overtanging Schaf Herg fell on them, 
crushing them all to death A cross was 
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erected on the huge rock which stands in 
the water [ust os [t fell, ond seoreely a day 


goes by that some peasant does not bring 


a feral offering ty the Kreuzstecin, 

The picturesque countryside has lin 
added allure in the sheer profusion and 
beauty of its wild fowers—flowers which 
are almest Invariably blue and lavender 
with a sprinkling of yellow. 

Here pre scented harebells a5 large as 
our cultivated Canterbury bells, The 
streets of the villages give upon fields 


‘studded with blossoms: the gentian, lupine, 


lat a, spirea, and tondtiax border the 

rouciidis: mitiads of fompet-me-nots. fol- 

low the furtive streams, while the upland 

meadows abound in rare flora, the pursuit 
and dehght of botanists. 

The trains go slowly through the Sale- 

kammergut so that the visitor may drink 


his fill af seenic beauty. 


MOZART FOUND INSPIRATION HERE 

This is the country in which the young 
Moaart grew up, ond if it is true that he 
found the city of Salzburg intolerable under 
the patronage of Archbishop Hieronymus, 
who made his musicslirector’s life such a 
burden, how he nrust have warmed to these 
lakes and crags and blossoming felda os 
reluce ond escape from: ‘his irritating Jord! 
His music is filled with the impersonal 
hevuty of the landscape itself and reflects 
everywhere its serenity jind stately charm. 

The townspeople in the Salzkammergut 
are busily occupied with and inns, 
soliciting the trade af the summer residents 
with oll the resources at their command. 
In the ¢venings they come out to the gaily 
covered tables set on the sidewalk, snd over 
their lankard of beer they laugh ‘and chat 
with their neighbore until bedtime.

High land that would not be 
reached by the flood was being sowed: a 
littl: procession moved across it, the first 
man flowing, the second dropping in the 
wed, the third sifting fertilizer. inte the fur- 
row, the fourth closing the furtow and 
tamping it down by means of a scraper and 
roller. 

A blindfolded ox and blindfolded donkey 
trudged about in a circle, drawing water 
from a well. A. new well was being dug 
by an elaborate and lofty well-digging ma- 
chine made of rickety bumboo. | 

It wus odd fo see a man with a sledge 
hammer breaking up his bed, as (f in re- 
venge for the sleepless nights it had given

him. ‘The Chinese bed, or Aang, is made of 
brick. t= hollow interior is heated by a 
fire... The chernical elements in the smoke 
combine with the mud and chaff of the 
bricks to make ao excellent fertilizer (page 
513). | 

Therefore, when the family can afford a 
new bed. the old one-is taken apart, carrie 
i the field, set up again, amd left there, a 
bed in the open, until fertilizer is needer!. 
Then it is attacked with sledge hammers, 
and the resultant powder goes inte the tur:

THE SAGUARO FOREST

“™| TO, No!” said my friend from the 
AL) East, “It cannot be true! It 


| must be the tequila T had in 
Nogales!” 

Litthe wonder that he doubted the ac- 
curacy of his vision, He was louking out 
for the first time from the crest of a hill 
aver that wilderness of unreality, the Sa- 
guaro National Monument cast of Tucson, 
Arison. 

Before him, immed in olive green against 
a vellowish-ereen foliage of mesquite and 
creosote bushes, the giants of the cactus 
world stoord like immense {luted Greek col- 
uinns, mile upon mile of them, stretching as 
far as the eve could see to the very base of 
the Iofty Santa Catalina Mountains. 


A FOREST OF CACTI SEEMS UNRBEAL 


We call this o snguard (often spelled 
sahuare) forest; and it requires trees. to 
make x forest, a dense stand of trees at that. 
Surely. no cactus can rank as a forest tree! 
But there they stand, mighty trunks two te 
three feet through, rising 15 to 40 feet high, 
often branched, the huge branches a foot 
and a hall in diameter, the larger plants 
weighing probably from six to ten tons each. 

The stand in places is as dense as that of 
the yellow pine in the Rockies or ewen that 
of the red pine in Michigan and Minnesota 
or of the long-leaf pine in the South. 

My friend's bewildered amazement 
brought hack to. my mind one of my former 
trips through this area. 

An old trail leads across the foothills just 
west of the Tanque Verde Mountains and 
connects the Tanque Verde Creek with the 
tniiroaad stathon at Vail, Arizona. Late one 
November afternoon several years before, 
Dr, DB. T. McDougall and 1 had been pick- 
mat our way carefully along this route over 
the rocky hills north of Vail. 

We looked out over a broad valley to the 
peaks of the Tucson Mountains thrust up in 
a bluish-purple haze on the western skyline, 
unt north to the peaks of the Santa Cata- 
Tina, just tipped by the setting sun. 

A wild, weird place it was, with strange 
forme of vegetation on every side, a recky, 
steep) arrive at the right, the yelping of a 
covute echoing against its banks, and be- 
yond tt the desert slopes of the Tanque 
Verde Mountains. 


We recalled similar experiences in distant 
lands. Jn fancy we saw again clouds drifi- 
ing across Table Mountain in south Africa, 
and the waves dashing against the shore, 
the slopes a garden of protens, ericas, glad: 
ali, silver trees, snd feraniums, plants 
known in America only a8 greentwnise 
plants, but there wild and natural and 
difterent. 

We thought of the fern-carpeted redwood 
forests of California with Jizht strraming 


diagonally past the great trunks, old, 
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stately, grand, and inspiring beyond words: 
and af the equally interesting cedar, hem- 
lock: and Douglas fir forests. of Chregon, 
Washington, anc British Columbia, 

We talked of the massive baobab trees of 
Africa, different and attractive with their 
swillen trunks and Israe white flowers and 
cteam-of-tartar fruits: 

Close at hand we hac the Inia of Mex- 
ico, a tree with pointed columns widened at 
5 base, related to the acarlet-tipped ove- 
till, 

We had wandered far, both of us, and 
had seen most of the wonders of botany, 
yet we agreed that the saguaro forest was 
unique in our experience. 


THE CONQUISTADORES NAMED THE 
SAGUAHO GIANTS 


As we listened to the hum of a transoon- 
tinental plane passing overhead, we recalled 
the records of this historically oldest por- 
tion of the United States, The Pilgrim 
Fathers were unborn, for the year was 1529.

The tuna, or flat-stemmed Opuntia, form- 
ing low masses, is covered! in the spring with 
vellow or purple flowers: ond later in the 
year with large, deep-purple or carmine- 
eilored fruits, Nor is the beauty of the 
desert limited to cacti and desert shrubs. 

The many kinds of flowering plants. give 
constant change to the landscape. In winter 
plantains, primroses, and geraniums, and 
in summer never-ending displays of yellow 
and white composites, characterize the 
ronned cover, 

As we approached the saguaro forest and 
traveled to higher land, the desert became 
more luxuriant and the paloverde ap- 
peared, a beautiful tree in which the 
branches sre as green at the leaves anil 
which in late spring is covered with a mass 
of lacy, lenon-colored flowers. ‘This tree 
stands 60 close on the higher ridges that it 
constitutes what would be called in many 
parts of the world an orchard steppe. 

Here also are occusional acacias and the 
desert hackberry. The latter, a low tree or 
shrub, is covered in September with light- 
red or orange berries so humerous a5 to give 
a decided tint to the whole plant, The 
berries are-amoang the chief sources of food 
for quail and other birds, and the branches 
are thick and spiny so that they afford pro- 
lection to the quail from the attacks of owls 
and coyotes. 

Another attractive shrub is the Lycium, 
a low bush often red with a heavy load of 
fruit, which likewise furnishes bountiful 
foc! for birds, 

We saw numbers of the large barrel cac- 
tus. the bisnaga, which is in flower in late 
September, The barrels, leaning toward 
the southeast, are capped by dense crowns 
of copper-red flowers and later by light-vel- 
low spineless fruits, This cactus has been 
used as a source of drinking water and also 
for making cactus candy, a practice gener- 
ally discouraged since it was rapidly de- 
straying one of the mrost attractive of the 
larger cacti (page 524), 

The ground is sometimes completely cov- 
ered with the papery flowers of the small 
white composite Fsilostrophe or the some- 
what latwer and equally papery yellow- 
Howered “4innia, 

The white buckwheat adds beatity to the 
(desert; and the annials, which spring up 
following the rains, carpet the desert floor 
with varied colors. 

Probably at no time is the desert more 
interesting thon after the summer ruins in 
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August or September when it becomes as 
preen aS Ireland, The masses of cactus 
flowers, however, come in March or April. 
There is something in every season to at- 
tract the botanist. 

The watercourses are marked especially 
by a thick growth of mesquite, paloverde, 
atacias, and hackberry, and the landscape 
is at times colored by rayless goldenrod and 
the beautiful daisylike Baileya and small 
orange-colored hollyhocks, 

The ocotillo, with its long wands, often 
ive to fifteen feet in length and fringed 
with delicate leaves, ie so unusual in ap- 
pearance that it is noticed by every visitor 
to the area. On the approach of drought 
the leaves fall off, but after the rains the 
wands are almost immediately clothed ayain 
in delicate foliage (page 524). 

In early spring the bare stems are tipped 
with ¢t flowers so brilliant in color that 
compiuratively few on the side of a moun- 
tain will tint the whole landscape, 


ENTEMING A FOREST WONDERLAND 


We had entered the Saguaro National 
Monument near the south gate, and passer 
first by an old claim shack, the owner of 
which first acquired the right to the lind. 

The few scattered mesquites, creosote 
bushes, and many of the yellow composites, 
puloverde, chalin, and ocotillo we had seen, 
had not prepared us for the sudden change 
just ahead. 

Crossing a low ridge, we entered at once 
the foreground of the saguaru forest. Like 
the front rank of an advancing column, 
these mammoth plants stood out as an indi- 
cation of what lay beyond the crest of the 
low hillahead. From this-crest the strange 
lorms rosé-as far as we could see, scattered 
almost equally over the hills and flatlonds 
and extending far up the mountainside, 

Far to the north and east the trunks 
stead Gut sharply with their lighter green 
against the deeper green of the ple 
and mesquite. The prevailing color of the 
entire area was ereen, the mesquite an olive 
green, the saguaro a light olive; the tip of 
every great stem almost white with its cot- 
tony areoles and spines. 

Passing on across a dry sandy wash, lined 
with mesquite and paloverde and acacia, 
and climbing the next ridge through an 
uvenve of saruaro columns, we saw @ never- 
ending variety of forms, no two exactly 
alike. Yet the pattern of development is 
very simple,

Next we passed through a luxuriant bot- 
tomlind marked by Opuntia, mesquite, 
acacias, and Baccharis. In od wash we saw 
a desert willow, one of the attractive trees 
at the Southwest. Desert gourds may be 
found either on tht ground of in the trees, 
together with the wild tobacco and Ver- 
busin. 


WANDERING IN A DREAM FOREST 


Again we climbed a steep ridge through 
columns of giant suguaro am] came out 
upon a plain studded with an unusually fine 
uroup, ‘The stand is as dense as that of an 
ofdinary Vellow pine forest, and the varia- 
tion from plant to plant far greater. Here 
are plants with arms twisted in curious 
fashion, others standing as lone columns, 
and still others clustered im chose groups. 

Not the least interesting are the skele- 
tons of ald-saguares from which all the cor- 
tex has been weithered away, leaving only 
a riblike trunk. At the bases the ribs have 
crown together into a woody structare, but 
hither up these bundles separate and form 
lone woody ris, ‘These will stand for 
vears Wf not cut down or destroyed by 
campers or woodcutters (page 319), 

After leaving this wonderland wand pass- 
ing again through a luxuriant wash andl bet- 
tomland, we climbed a hill marked with the 
silvery foliage of Encelia, and) beheld trom 
the top one of the mest interesting views in 
the whole area, Here the cacti stom so 
clase together thal we saw only p mass of 
saguatos. In the foreground their lijht- 
olive trunks were clear-cut against the rich 
cree of the paloverde and mesquite. 

Frobably the best time to get the full 
sinificance of the area is in the afternoon 
when the setting sun lights these trunks 
and brings out every plant within the range 
of the eve. A veritable thicket of saguaros 
rixes north and east and even south, ane 
trunks can be distinguished standing far up 
against the mountain, ; 

We went on and on, feeling that each 
view wae better than the one before. On 
ane side of us four great trunks formed al- 
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most a-single plant, and on the other was 
amass of a dozen or more ina single square 
rod, There were ode, fasciated forms, forms 
twisted by unfavorable environmental con- 
ditions, forms with grotesque arms and ir- 
repulor ribs. 


A WILD CREATURES PARADISE 


As we left the hills and crossed a plain 
studded thickly with aaguaros, we heard 
the voice of a covete, that dog that has 
learned to yodel. He was standing on a 
ridge, yelping his resentment of our pres- 
ence, An ample supply of California and 
antelope jack rabbits, hanner-tailed chip- 
munks, and spermophiles supplied him with 
abundant food. 

We saw the fresh track of the Mexican 
mule deer, a beautiful large animal which 
eccupies the lower desert area while the 
more abundant and mor wary Arizona 
whitetail ranges farther up on the Rineon 
dopes, A-small herd of mule deer from the 
overstocked Kaibab National Forest had 
been liberated here, and a spotted fawn we 
saw may have been an offspring of this 
herd, for they apparently feel at home. 

The desert bobcat, tall, tawny, alert, a 
foe of Gambel’s quail; the Mexican cougar, 
or mountain tion; and even the rire but 
mire interesting jaguar, with its rich coat of 
dots and circles, and the smaller ocelot, have 
beets fenatiel here. 

From a high ridge we watched o bond of 
peccories working their way from buch to 
bush, rooting out the grubs from cactus 
plants, the larger leading, oltmost like a 
band of baboons in the African semi-desert. 
Because of favorable feeding grounds and 
breeding conditions, this area is a populu- 
tion center for the peccary in Arizona, 

Two fowes, the desert gray and the kit 
fox, ure trapped for fur. 

Hinds are everywhere, and we were at 
ance attracted by the unusual environment 
und the use our feathered friends have made 
of the saguato plants. 

Of all the birds found in the area the 
most clasely associated i= the gilded flicker, 
since its range practically coincides. with 
that of the giant cactus, It ls responsible 
for most of the nest cavities drilled inte the 
trunks antl branches of the older cactus 
plants. 

The Gila wootpecker must of mecessity 
limit its distribution to regions where there 
are trees in which it may hollow out nesting

The dayticght bird of most interest is 
probably the read-runner, so named because 
in the days of horse travel it would often 
run for a mile or so ahead of a good team.

Reared in a nest on the ground, read- 
runners feed mostly on grasshoppers and 
lizards. Anyone fortunate enough to sre

Developers of thé park hope to keep it.as 
a natural area in which aeinaals af every 
typ will be protected, Chipmunks dart 
across the road with tails held at angles, and 
the fittle enay spermuphbile stops at the en- 
trance to its hole to salute (he visitor with 
a quick jerk of its tail before it dives in, 

Une interesting animal will probably nat. 
he deen, ulthouwgh tts: home is visible every- 
where. The pock rat builds up big piles ot 
cactis joints and other material at the 
buses of plants, storing there quantities of 
food and making hiding places. The 
creature is so thoroughly protected from 
its enemies that the coyote, the bobcat, 
or even the skunk or peccary, would hesi- 
tate to disturb it in ite retreat. 

The desert turtie. a rich, deep brown with 
liphter brown markings on the top and bet- 
tom of its shell, is found threnagthouwt the 
Southwest, Specuens range in size up to 
almost a fect across. They feed mostly of 
Cactl aml other desert vegetation. 

The desert is everywhere alive with in- 
terest, and here the entomologist will find 
iw laree and fascinating field, Even the 
ants have conspirdd to make the region in- 
teresting by building up their little piles of 
dirt, ond the termites plaster over the base 
of the saguaro so that they may feed on 
the corky lover without subjecting their 
transparent hedies to the light. 

During April and May, after the saguaro 
has reached eht to twelve feet, it pro- 
duces flowers in profusion near Lhe tips 
af the branches, the tapeost buds usually 
opening last. These large white or slightly 
creamy flowers. two to thoee inches across,
